NATURAL GAS FOR BIRMINGHAM. 


A Discovery Which is Being Developed in 
That City. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala, September 25,—[Special.|— 
The discovery of natural gas in this section some 
time ago caused considerable interest, and the 
development ie watched with care and much 
attention. The gas was discovered by Mr. L. W. 
Jobne, the mining engineer of the 
Piatt coalifand coake company, on Villiage 
creek, the distance of six and a 
half miles from the city. The discovery was acci- 
dental. On the 28th of September, 1884, Mr. Johns 
was returning from a visit of inspection to his 
new work onthe Lauraslope. He stopped on the 
banks of Villiege creek to geta drink of water. 
When he stooped over he saw the water bubbleup 
ard emit a smell ef gas. He lighteda match 
and applying it to the bubblesa blue flame shot 
up. Hestoodquivering with excitement, and 
after he became quiet, made several experiments 
that were entirely satisfactory. Elated at his dis- 
covery he made it known tothe fncredulous pro 
prietors of the Pratt mines, who were overjoyed at 
the experiments shown them by Mr. Johns. The 
company is now boring forthe gas witha diamond 
drill, and the depth of 350 feet has been reached. 

The lecation of the'd'scovery is on Viliage creek, 
a small stream that supplies Birmingham with 
water. 

Mr. Johns says that there is no doubt but what 
there is a large flow of thisgas He thinks there 
is enough to operate twenty-five minesand Bir- 
mivgham thrown in.

HE LINGERS SIXTEEN DAYS AFTER 
BRING HURT, 


The Story cf the Dificulty Briefiy Retold—E ow 
Maxwell wae Hurt—The Unknown Man who 
Struck Him Lost to the Public— Max. 
well Predicts His Own Death. 


Madison R. Maxwell is dead. 

He died yesterday afternoon at 5:30 o'clock, 
end his death was quite unexpected, 

Yesterday morning when Maxwell awoke 
be appecred much hetter than on the previous 
day. During the morning he talked with his 
family and friends, and, much to their aston- 
ishment, told them that he would die before 
dark. All along Maxwell had agserted that 
would live end 

7 HIS SUDDEN CHANGE 

alarmed his friends,notwithstanding his appa- 
rent improved conditton. Dr. Howell called 
to see Maxwell about ten o’clock, and was 


pleased to find him doing so well, Max- 
well told the doctor that he would 
die before dark, but the doctor good 
a a denied the assertion. Apbont 
noon, fexwell grew restless and un- 
esey, and by two o'clock his friends were 
locking for his death every moment. The 
physicians were sent for and Dr. Howell! and 
Dr, Lester remained with him until half past 
five, when he died. The physicians did al] 
in their power to prolong the man’s life, but

DEATH ENDED THE STRUGGLE. 

When Maxwell died his bed was surrounded 
by his family, and the death bed scene was 
extremely touching. 

Maxwell lived exactly sixteen days after he 
was hurt. The difficulty at Shelton’s house 
occurred about half past ive in the afternoon 
snd Mexwell died et that same hour. The 
officers have not. yet apprehended 
the man who struck Maxwell.

Fired at by Iwo Murderous Mountaineers 
in Rabun County. 


Deputy United States Mershals Grant and 
Godirey recently hed a narrow escape in Ra- 
bup county, : 

They were riding in « buggy along the 
public road, when a man sudden y rushed out 
of the woods in front’ of them. 
He hed a flask of corn whisky which he flour- 
isbed in the air end, approaching the buggy, 
insisted thatthe officers should take « drink 
with him. This they declined todo. The 
fellow continued to press them, and took a 
liberal draught of the juice himeelf to assure 
the deputies of its quelity. The parley was 
continued several minutes. Grant and God- 
frey noticed that the fellow would cast fre- 
quent glances up the road as he talked, and 
his manner indicated thet he was 

LOOKING FOR SOMEONE. 

After he bad detained the buggy several 
minutes two men appeared on the crest of a 
bill about one hundred yards ahead. They 
were armed with squirrel rifles, and as soon 
#8 they saw the oflicers both of them fired at 
them. The bullets whizzed over the heads of 
the officers, but the reports of the rifles 
frightened their horse,whobecame unman aga- 
ble ard dasned wildly up the road. When 
the wan who had stopped Grant and God frey 
saw the two men appear in the road, he in- 
stantly dodged into the woods. He had evident- 
ly acted es a decoy, and wanted to get out 
of the wey of his partners’ rifles. The officers

of their assailants with their pistols, but the 
quick flight of the villains into the woods and 
the fright of the horse’ rendered 
their shots harm lees. The horse 
ran a considerable distance before he could be 
gotten under control. After disappearing in 
the woods the mountaineers ftred several more 
ineffectual shots at the officers trom their pis- 
tols. The deputies pursued them for several 
milcs, but they made good their escape. 

Last May,within a mile and a half of where 
this dastardiy attack occurred, the deputies of 
the revenue collector destroyed two large illicit 
stills which were being worked under one 
Sheiter. ‘They were run by @ man named God- 
frey en a son of old man Fincannon, who re- 
sides near their location. A warrant was 
issued for Godfrey, but he was not caught un- 
tila few daysago. He is now awaiting trial 
at the coming term of the United States 
district court. Recently the deputy marshals 
have hed great trouble in Rabun county. 
it is the home of some of 
the most famous desperedoes in the mountain 
region. Nowhere is the moonshiner more 
cunhing or more desperate. Mershal Nelms 
hes officers in that district who are cool and 
deliberate, but they are determined to do 
their duty and to brivg every violator 
of the law to justice. The people of the coun- 
ty generally sympathize with the officers in 
the discharge c! their duty, and want to see 
the little pand of ruffians who have caused 
such frequent trcuble brought to the punish- 
ment they deserve.

A WELL KNOWN EDUCATOR DIES 
VERY SUDDBNLY. 


Edmund 4. Ware, the President of Atlanta Uni- 
versity, Dies of Heart Dissase—-He Falls 
W bile Climbing e @11!1, end Expires in 
& Beilf Bcur—a Philantropic Mea, 


ae 


Professor Udward A. Ware, president of the 
Atlenta university, died very suddenly yester- 
day afternoon at Professor Bumstead’s resi- 
dence, near the university. Professor Ware's 
death was due to an attack of heart disease. 

On Tuesday last one week ago Professor 
Ware came back from Mount Airy, where he 
hed been passing a fow days with his invalid 


wife and children. He was then in excellent 
health. In fact 


PROFESSOR WARE NEVER HAD AN ILLNESS 
of any consequence. After returning home 
the professor made his home at Professor 
Bumstead’s until Tuesdey last, when his 
children comehome. He then went to his 
own residence which is just across the street 
from Professor Bumstead. Yesterday mora- 
ing Professor Ware wasup and about as usual. 
He wes an exceedingly industrious 
person and never had an idle 
moment. About noon he cam 
inte the city and remained ean hour or two and 
then went back home. About half past three 
o'clock, wile sitting at home he felt a dizziness 
creeping over him and thinking that fresh air 
would revive him, he arose and walked out. 
He went towards Professor Bumstead’s resi- 
dence and while walking up the avenue 
BECAME VERY FAINT AND FELL. 
He called Joudly for help, and Prof. and Mrs. 
Bumstead heard his calls and ran to him. 
They thought that he had sprained an ankle 
at first, but when they reached him they 
found that he could scarcely speak. 
However, he appeared to revive 
in a few seconds and was 
conducted into the house, where he laid down. 
Mrs. Bumstead prepared a toddy for him, 
which hedrank and then appeared to im- 
prove. But the improvement continued only 
a fewseconds, andthen he began to grow 
worse. Professor Bumstead saw that 
SOMETHING SERIOUS WAS THE MATTER, 
and meseengers were cent for physicians, and 
Dre,' Manuehan, Stilee and Schumann re- 
sponded,but before they reached the residence 
Profereor Ware was dead. He died, the physi- 
clans eay, of heart disease. While the mes- 
sengers were en route for the physicians, 
Professor Bumstead and Mrs. Bumstead rub- 
bed the dying man’s limbs and did all they 
could to prolong life. 

Professor Ware’s life was one of devotion to 
the colored race,and for thatrace he did much 
good. He was anative of Massachusetts, and 

GRAPUATED FROM YALE COLLEGE 
early in the (0’s. He came to Atlanta in 1865, 
ang at once begen Jaboring for the colored 
people. Hewas ponnected with the Freed- 
man’s bureau for awhile. In 
67 he began working to 
establish a university in Atlanta for the col- 
ored race. Every oneinthecity knows with 
what zeal and energy and faith in its useful- 
nees ke prosecuted hiswork, until 1869 he 
witnessed the opening of the Atlanta univer- 
sity. He was elected president of the faculty 
then, and has since retained that position. 
During bis life he saw 
THE SCHOOL GROW 

from asmall institution to one of the largest 
and meet successful colored echools in the 
south. Professor Ware wesa man of excellent 
education. He was conservative in his views 
on everything, and by courteous treatment 
and honest ways made many friends in 
Atlanta. He believed his mission in life 
was to educate and 05 gy the negro, and 
he carried it out faithfully. In his death the 
race loses a warm friend, a fine instructor and 
a geod adviser. He leaves a wife, who is an 
invalid, ard four children. His wile 
was et Mt. Airy when he died,

wesacless mate of Professor Ware at Yale, 
and the two have been together nearly al! their 
lives. Professor Ware was forty-eight vears 
ofage and was afine type of man.
